Every m an has a “ right” to a 
good job . home, medical care, and 
so on. 
We have long had laws 
for

secu rity system, 
and 
an 
u nequ aled 
edu cational 
system. 
The only difference of opinion 
which will cau se any dispu te is 
whether the federal government

More than 7 out of every 10 
acres of harves ted crops in the 
United Sta tes this year will be 
used for feeding livestock , to meet 
the w a rtim e dem and for greater 
production 
of meat, 
dairy pro­ 
ducts, poultry and eggs, accord­ 
ing to a st a te m e nt made public 
here by the Middle W est Soil I m ­ 
prove m ent 
Comm ittee. 
“L a rge as this total is,” says 
the state m e nt, 
"ha rve sted 
crops 
such as corn, small grains, hay 
and feed crops will supply only 
a bout half of the feed require­ 
ments for livestock . 
The other 
half will come from pastures and 
range. 
“ E v ery f a r m e r has a prime re ­ 
sponsibility to see to it t ha t feed 
crops are used more efficiently in 
the production of livestock and 
livestock products. 
It is a waste 
of labor, power, materi al and soil 


to strive 
for the p r motion 
of 
greater * rup and pasture yields 
and then fail to m ak e the best use 
of them in feeding and caring for 
livestock . 
“ Since pa sture 
is one 
of the 
best and cheapest sources ot live­ 
stock feed, the grazing capacity 
of pa sture s should be increased in 
every way possible. 
Liming and 
fertilization 
play 
a vitally im­ 
porta nt part in this job. Pa stures 
tha t do not yield enough clover 
fir 
alfalfa 
for 
effective 
feeding 
can be built up so as to produce 
plenty of 
body-building 
legumes 
and gra sses for livestock . 
‘ This building up process 
re­ 
quires 
the 
use 
of 
substantial 
quantities of fertilizer containing 
phosphorus, 
and 
potash, 
for 
legume crops draw heavily on the 
soil for these plant food elements. 
While the needs of munitions fac­ 
tories are absorbing considerable 
chemical 
nitrogen. 
supplies of 
phosphorus and potash are about 
normal. 
"One of the im porta nt benefits 
resulting fr om pasture improve­ 
ment is that fertilized clover, al­ 
falfa and other legumes are rich­ 
er in vitam ins and minerals ne­ 
cessary' to the health and grow th 
of livestock .”
